King warns 
against 
splitting 
Anderson 

State rep says state Constitution 
prevents legislature from dividing 
county during redistricting

With rumors flying in Frank¬ 
fort over how the state legislature 
intends to redistrict Kentucky, state 
Rep. Kim King issued a stern warn¬ 
ing Friday morning 
about any attempts to 
mess with Anderson 
County. 

“Constitutionally, 

Anderson County can¬ 
not be split,” King said. 

“If the majority tries 
to do that, we have all King 

of our ducks in a row 
already to take them to court.” 

The legislature, which recon¬ 
vened Tuesday, will tackle the issue 
of redistricting based on the 2010 
census results. In essence, the goal is 
to take the new population figures 
and ensure that legislative districts 
are evenly divided within a margin 
of plus or minus 5 percent. 

Although nothing formal had 
been proposed Friday, King said she 
has heard discussion of splitting a 
variety of districts, and that Ander¬ 
son, which she represents along 
with all of Mercer and a small por¬ 
tion of Spencer counties, is fine just 
the way it is.

No. 2: Bearcats advance to state finals

Expectations were already 
high when the Anderson County 
High School football team gath¬ 
ered to open pre-season practice 
on July 15. The Bearcats made it 
known from the outset that their 
goal was to be playing for the 
state Class 5A championship. 

The Bearcats went 8-2 in the 
regular season, then won their 
first two playoff games at home. 
They came through with a dra¬ 
matic last-minute win in the 
regional championship game at 


Conner. 

With an overflow home crowd 
cheering them on in the state 
semi-finals, Anderson routed 
Pulaski Southwestern to earn a 
berth in the state championship 
game. 

For several weeks, Ander¬ 
son County was buzzing about 
the team. Bearcat gear was the 
local fashion statement in late 
November and early December 
and Bearcat fever dominated the 
pages of The Anderson News. 

When the Bearcats played 


Bowling Green High for the state 
title at Western Kentucky Uni¬ 
versity, the largest crowd of finals 
weekend - over 8,600 - was in 
attendance.

No. 3: Not one dime for Beasmore

The fired county employee 
who sought $1.5 million in a sex¬ 
ual harassment lawsuit against 
the Anderson County Fiscal Court 
walked away empty handed fol¬ 
lowing a trial last April filled 
with shocking images, guttural 
testimony and no shortage of 
tears. 

Lea Beasmore claimed she was 
sexually harassed by employees 
who taunted her about her sex 
life, showed her pornographic 
images and videos while at work 
and brought sexual devices called 


vibrators to the office during 
former judge-executive Steve 
Cornish’s administration. 

She also claimed Cornish 
wrongfully fired her for pointing 
out bookkeeping and other finan¬ 
cial problems in his office. 

Despite admitting that those 
devices, images and videos were 
indeed shown and even distrib¬ 
uted in Cornish’s office, the jury 
decided that Beasmore’s claims 
did not constitute sexual harass¬ 
ment, and that she was not 
improperly fired. 

Several weeks after the verdict, 


Beasmore’s attorney demanded 
a new trial because a relative of 
Judge-Executive John Wayne Con¬ 
way, who overwhelmingly ousted 
Cornish from office in a primary, 
served on the jury. 

In a subsequent hearing before 
Circuit Court Judge Charles Hick¬ 
man, the juror admitted being 
related to Conway through his 
wife, but said it in no way affect¬ 
ed her vote. 

Hickman dismissed Beasmore’s 
demand, bring to a close one of 
the most sordid trials in Anderson 
County history.

“When Tom Smith came to us [in November] he 
reminded us of something we should have known 
all along,” finance committee chairman and council 
member Sandy Goodlett said at a special-called meet¬ 
ing held Dec. 29. 

With the exception of an understood verbal policy 
of turning in meal, lodging and mileage receipts, how¬ 
ever, no city employee is subject to written regula¬ 
tions or standards for travel and training expenses. 

Between the street, police, sewer, water and admin¬ 
istrative departments, the city budgeted $29,000 for 
travel and training for the upcoming 2010-11 fiscal 
year. 

City travel and training expenses include, but are 
not limited to, gas mileage, meals, lodging, continuing 
education and job training. 

“It’s just been something we’ve never had,” Mayor 
Edwinna Baker said about the city’s nonexistent writ¬ 
ten policy, adding that she hasn’t seen any employees 
abuse the system. 

City clerk Robbie Hume, who stated he books 
about 90 percent of overnight lodging for city 
employees, agreed. 

“This is just a gentleman’s thing,” Hume said at the 
meeting, referring to the city’s honor system. 

“But that might not always be the case,” Goodlett 
responded, earlier describing the city’s current policy 
as “a little informal.” 

Council member Steve Rucker agreed with Good¬ 
lett, stating that committee needed to think about 
future city officials. 

“Common sense is great with the five or six people 
at the table,” Rucker said, referring to the current 
finance committee. 

“I don’t disagree [with committee members],” 

Baker said. “You don’t know who’s going to be in lead¬ 
ership 10 years down the road.” 

The finance committee examined Eastern Ken¬ 
tucky University, the University of Louisville and 
the state’s reimbursement policies to determine what 
written form they’d like the city of Lawrenceburg’s 
policy to take. 

At the November city council meeting, Smith sug¬ 
gested the city adopt the state’s travel and training 
reimbursement policy as its own. 

After discussing the individual points of the exam¬ 
ple policies, the finance committee decided to use 
both Eastern Kentucky’s entry form and Louisville’s 
overall guidelines as the framework for writing down 
the city’s current — and solely verbal — travel policy. 

A point of contention for Rucker was offering 
meal reimbursements on a per diem basis, which 
would essentially give employees a food voucher for 
one lump sum, regardless of how much they actually 
spent on meals. 

“I don’t care if it’s a daily max or a max per meal, I 
want a max,” Rucker said. 

Committee members said they will meet to review 
the written version of the city’s current travel policy 
before presenting it to the entire council for approval 
at its monthly meeting. 

“We just need to set it,” Goodlett said. 

“In writing,” Baker said. 

“In writing,” Goodlett echoed.

“It’s written into the state constitution that a coun¬ 
ty can’t be split unless is large enough to stand alone 
as a house seat,” King said. 

Anderson, which the census showed has about 
21,000 people, is only about half the size of what 
King called the “perfect” house district, based on the 
census. She said the state now has about 4.3 million 
people, and that the 100 state representatives should 
represent about 43,000 
people. 

King, who has already 
filed for re-election, said 
she values those she 
represents in Spencer 
County, but would prefer 
they have one represen¬ 
tative. 

“As small as Spencer 
is, they have three rep¬ 
resentatives,” she said. 

“When I was campaign¬ 
ing, I told those folks ‘I 
love you,’ but you need 
one state representative and they agreed.” 

Once the legislature approves redistricting, the 
Anderson County Board of Elections’ plan to redis¬ 
trict the county’s six magisterial districts will be for¬ 
mally approved by the fiscal court. 

That plan would greatly expand the county’s larg¬ 
est and most rural district, the 6th, to keep the coun¬ 
ty’s population in balance. 

County Clerk Jason Denny, who serves as chairman 
of the elections board, said he has also heard about 
the possibility that Anderson could be split, including 
at the state senate level as Congressman Ben Chan¬ 
dler’s seat, which includes Anderson County. 

“It’s too early to tell what’s going to happen, but 
anything is possible,” he said.

He did, however, spare 
her family being forced 
to hear the gruesome 
details of her murder 
by waiving a trial and, 
against his attorney’s 
advice, pleading guilty 
and accepting the maxi¬ 
mum prison sentence 
for his crime. 

During victim impact 
statements, Mobley’s 
uncle, Larry Mobley 
read a statement on 
behalf of her father, 
Benny. 

“I don’t forgive you, 

I will never forgive you 
and I hope you burn in 
hell,” he said. 

Herman Case, who 
had two children with 
Mobley and lived with 
her for 18 years, went 
next. He referred to a 
report that Bancroft 
attempted to dig her a 
grave near the former 
Western High School 
after slicing her throat, 
stuffing her into a trash 
bag and hiding her 
remains in the bath¬ 
room of his Bardstown 
Road home. 

“You dug her a dog’s 
grave,” Case said.

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No. 4: KU customers jolted by sky-high electric bills

Thousands of Anderson 
County residents opened their 
September electric bills from 
Kentucky Utilities and found 
a shocking surprise inside. 

KU charged many Ander¬ 
son County customers three 
to four times the amount they 
usually owed for their month¬ 


ly payment. 

The utility company 
assigned responsibility for the 
error to a contracted meter- 
reader, later fired, who sub¬ 
mitted abnormally low elec¬ 
tric usage for approximately 
5,200 out of 6,200 customers 
over a period of five months. 

When KU adjusted meters 


to reflect actual electric usage, 
residents’ monthly bills sky¬ 
rocketed. 

The unusually high electric 
bills put many individuals in 
a bind; especially seniors who 
stopped using their air condi¬ 
tioning units in order to avoid 
a future increase. 

“They should have at least 


given us fair warning,” KU 
customer Tasha Calvert said. 
Her bill increased from the 
usual $120 to $486. 

“This shouldn’t be our fault, 
and we shouldn’t have to pay 
it back.” 

KU allowed affected cus¬ 
tomers struggling to pay off 
the increase to call the com¬ 


pany to extend their payments 
for five to six months. 

“Our customers have been 
victimized by this individual, 
and we’re sorry about that,” 

KU spokesman Cliff Feltham 
said. 

“We are making provisions 
to make sure that never hap¬ 
pens again.”

A Lawrenceburg man 
drew the scorn of animal 
lovers across the Bluegrass 
after being charged with 
stomping a puppy to death 
and setting 
it on fire. 

Paul 
“Doobie” 

Dearinger, 

40, was 
charged 
in October 
2010 with 
killing his 
girlfriend’s 
8-month-old puppy follow¬ 
ing an argument. A com¬ 
bination of public outrage 
and lengthy investigation 
soon ratcheted up what 
was a misdemeanor cru¬ 
elty to animals charge to a 
felony charge for torture. 

That charge was later 
rejected by an Ander¬ 
son County Grand Jury, 
and Dearinger was then 
recharged with a misde¬ 
meanor. 

He was scheduled to 
accept a plea deal this past 
November, but rejected it 
and is now scheduled to 
stand trial Wednesday, Jan. 
18 at 9 a.m. in Anderson 
District Court. 

Dearinger’s case made 
headlines from Lexington 
to Louisville after it first 
appeared in The Anderson 
News. Dearinger appar¬ 
ently went on the lam, and 


it took a week before he 
was finally apprehended 
in Franklin County. 

Dearinger allegedly 
killed the puppy, a mixed 
breed named Buster, fol¬ 
lowing an argument with 
his girlfriend at her resi¬ 
dence on Dry Dock Road. 

She apparently called 
police the following day, 
and animal control officer 
Jason Chesser responded. 

Chesser began an inves¬ 
tigation and spoke with 
several witnesses. One of 
the witnesses offered a 
written statement, saying 
Dearinger was drunk at 
the time. 

The witness claims 
Dearinger likely kicked 
Buster to death but isn’t 
sure if the dog was alive or 
dead when it was burned. 

The witness said she 
and several other witnesses 
buried the dog. 

Chesser dug up the dog’s 
remains, which had been 
placed in a trash bag. 

The witness was appar¬ 
ently in another room 
when Dearinger allegedly 
stomped on the dog and 
broke its neck. 

“I heard the dog crying ... 
loud... I was scared to go in 
there,” the witness said. “I 
waited until Dearinger was 
passed out to let the dog 
out and Buster was gone... 
in the fire pit. There was 
puke ... in the bathroom.”

for review and approval. 

Simple, with less procedure. 

But foolish, with room for 
error. 

People don’t tell you to “get 
everything in writing” for 
nothing. 

As a budgeted line item for 
almost every city department, 
travel and training is definitely 
not the city’s largest operating 
expense. 

But it could be a terribly 
easy way for the city to lose 
money. 

After spending a few weeks 
reviewing the last two years 
of the city’s receipts and bills 
through an Open Records 
request, I didn’t find much out 
of the ordinary. 

However, not all Anderson

When selecting your vari¬ 
eties, keep in mind the date 
to harvest. If you get three 
varieties of beans, with three 
different dates to harvest, 
you can plant them on the 
same day and have one long 
continuous harvest, instead of 
getting inundated all at once.

We conducted our audit in accordance with auditing standards generally accepted in the United States of America, the standards 
applicable to financial audits contained in Government Auditing Standards issued by the Comptroller General of the United States, 
and the Audit Guide for Sheriffs Tax Settlements issued by the Auditor of Public Accounts, Commonwealth of Kentucky. Those 
standards require that we plan and perform the audit to obtain reasonable assurance about whether the financial statement is free of 
material misstatement. An audit includes examining, on a test basis, evidence supporting the amounts and disclosures in the financial 
statement. An audit also includes assessing the accounting principles used and significant estimates made by management, as well as 
evaluating the overall financial statement presentation. We believe that our audit provides a reasonable basis for our opinion. 

As described in Note 1, the Sheriffs office prepares the financial statement in accordance with the modified cash basis, which is a 
comprehensive basis of accounting other than accounting principles generally accepted in the United States of America. 

In our opinion, the accompanying financial statement referred to above presents fairly, in all material respects, the Anderson County 
Sheriffs taxes charged, credited, and paid for the period April 16, 2010 through April 15, 2011, in conformity with the modified cash 
basis of accounting. 

In accordance with Government Auditing Standards , we have also issued our report dated November 14, 2011 on our consideration of 
the Sheriffs internal control over financial reporting and on our tests of its compliance with certain provisions of laws, regulations, 
contracts and grant agreements, and other matters. The purpose of that report is to describe the scope of our testing of internal control 
over financial reporting and compliance and the results of that testing, and not to provide an opinion on the internal control over 
financial reporting or on compliance.

No. 7: Fiscal court, dty council begin unification process

The city and county contin¬ 
ued to talk about unified gov¬ 
ernment for Anderson County, 
but as of press time, have yet 
to appoint a commission to 
study the subject. 

During a joint meeting in 
August, government officials 
and residents alike spoke in 
favor of unified government 
in order to rein in appointed 
taxing districts, such as the 
library and health board, that 


they said are out of control. 

“It’s taxation without rep¬ 
resentation,” Magistrate Dave 
Ruggles said at the Aug. 16 
meeting, adding that if those 
agencies could be brought 
under control of elected offi¬ 
cials, “It would be a big plus.” 

The fiscal court approved 
a measure in August to draft 
an ordinance ordaining a 20- 
member commission — which 
would work with a separate 
20-member board appointed 
by the city council — to deter¬ 


mine how best a unified gov¬ 
ernment should operate. 

Fiscal court tabled its indi¬ 
vidual ordinance at its Dec. 5 
meeting, with Judge-Executive 
John Wayne Conway stating it 
wouldn’t be on the agenda any 
time soon. 

City council approved a 
measure on Dec. 12 to draft its 
individual ordinance allowing 
for a 40-member commission 
to study unified government. 

The commission, if estab¬ 
lished, will have two years 


to create a plan for unified 
government. If it cannot do so 
within that time, the commit¬ 
tee will be dissolved. 

A potential unified govern¬ 
ment will retain the offices 
of judge-executive sheriff, 
PVA, county attorney, jailer 
and coroner, but the office of 
mayor would be removed. A 
judge-executive would hire a 
county executive to oversee 
the day-to-day operations of 
the county on behalf of the 
unified government. 


If recommended by 
the study commission, the 
measure would have to be 
approved by a public vote. 

Retired local attorney Wal¬ 
ter Patrick began the effort 
in late 2010, inviting private 
citizens and business owners 
to a meeting during which he 
introduced the idea. 

Several more meetings were 
held before the city council 
and fiscal court met in August. 


No. 8: Kentucky’s top sheriff 
moves into new Main St. home

The Kentucky Sheriff’s Association 
selected Sheriff Troy Young as the 
top sheriff in the state for 2011, the 
first time an Anderson County sheriff 
received the honor. 

Family and friends were present 
to see Young accept the top sheriff’s 
award at a ceremony in Louisville in 
September. 

“There are 120 of us sheriffs in Ken¬ 
tucky, and a lot of people out there 
are doing a lot of good thing,” Young 
said after receiving the award. “It’s 
real humbling to get voted for by your 
peers, and being voted number one is 
a real accomplishment.” 

Young, who took office in 2005, also 
received the DARE Lifetime Achieve¬ 
ment award at the end of June. 


Another accomplishment of the 
sheriff’s department was its move to a 
new facility. 

In June the fiscal court approved 
a $275,000 purchase of the former 
health department building to end 
overcrowding for cramped sheriff’s 
department employees. 

Prior to moving to the department’s 
new location, about 20 employees 
shared one restroom between the pub¬ 
lic, officers and even prisoners. Young 
and Chief Deputy Joe Milam shared 
their joint office with a makeshift 
armory for storing weapons and other 
safety equipment. 

The sheriff’s department spruced 
up the Main Street complex and held 
an open house for its new office on 
Sept. 28.

would not force the health 
board to raise taxes. 

Following a particularly 


contentious meeting dur¬ 
ing which the public blasted 
the board for its decisions, 


Judge-Executive John Wayne 
Conway, who sits on the board, 
called for Hurley to be fired. 


That sparked a war of 
words between Conway and 
then-chairman Dr. Andrew 
Bustin that included Conway 
telling The Anderson News 
that Bustin could “kiss his 
[expletive].” 

Instead of firing Hurley, the 
board voted instead to place 
him on 90 days probation and 
reduce his hours to part time 
while a committee decided 
how best he should operate as 
director. 

That meeting included a 
visit from the state’s interim 
director of public health, Dr. 
Steve Davis, who warned that 
if the board fired Hurley, he 
would not sign off on his dis¬ 
missal. 

The committee continues 
its work into 2012, and a new 
chairman, Harold Todd, will 
replace Bustin.

The city council amended its cem¬ 
etery ordinance after public outcry 
regarding the removal of unattached 
graveside mementos to allow for sum¬ 
mer mowing. 

A notice ran in The Anderson News 
in the spring, warning residents to 
remove items from gravesites by May 
15 or risk having them thrown away. 

Dozens of upset family members 
spoke out against the cemetery policy 
and the council at a public meeting 
at the Senior Center later that May, 
demanding that some gravesite items 
be allowed to stay. 

“These aren’t someone’s pets,” Ralph 
Haile said at the meeting. “They’re 
human beings, and they need to be 
treated like human beings.” 

This was not the first time a debate 
about cemetery plots had come before 
the council. 

The year before, plot owners and 
the city clashed on the removal of 
wooden crosses erected in the place of 
headstones. Families were eventually 
forced to remove the crosses. 

After approving a first reading in 
June, the council officially approved its 
amended cemetery regulations in July, 
which allows for a 12-inch “designated 
landscape area” to be maintained and 


cared for by the cemetery patron. 

Cemetery plot owners could place 
any personal items within that area, 


including temporary American flags 
and small shrubs and flowers. 

The council also determined that 


Rebel flags would be displayed only on 
the burial sites of Confederate soldiers 
buried in the Lawrenceburg Cemetery. 
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Woman recovers after stabbing herself while fleeing police

A Frankfort woman who 
stabbed her self repeatedly in 
the neck during a high-speed 
police chase through Ander¬ 
son and two other counties 
has been released from the 
hospital. 

Rebecca Manley, 31, had 
stabbed herself six times in 
the neck with a knife before 
being taken into custody by 
Kentucky State Police last 
Tuesday, but her injuries were 
not that serious, said Hunter 


Martin, the trooper who initi¬ 
ated the traffic stop that led to 
the pursuit. 

Manley is 
lodged at the 
Shelby County 
Detention Cen¬ 
ter under a 
$5,000 cash bond, 
charged with 
DUI, fleeing and 
evading police 
and having no 
insurance. 

The chase began in Frank¬ 
fort when Martin spotted a 
car fitting the description of a 


vehicle being driven by a sui¬ 
cidal person who was thought 
to have a handgun in her pos¬ 
session. 

But when Martin tried 
to pull over the vehicle, the 
driver refused to stop, and the 
chase got up to 80 mph. 

Troopers pursued the 
woman into Anderson and 
Shelby counties, but she still 
wouldn’t pull over, even when 
she ran over spike strips police 
put down in Shelby County. 

Martin said the spikes punc¬ 
tured all four tires, but still 
the woman kept driving, so 


troopers had to ram her car to 
get her stopped.

The Anderson County wrestling team 
turned in one of the finest tournament 
showings in program history in the pres¬ 
tigious Woodford County Invitational, 
held last Thursday and Friday. 

As a team, the Bearcats placed second 
out of 28 teams, finishing only behind 
a team from Georgia.

The year of 2011 was an 
eventful one in Anderson 
County sports with many 
different stories worthy 
of being in the Top Five. 
Some of the stories were 
surprises, others were 
tributes to sustained excel¬ 
lence. However, when try¬ 
ing to decide which story 
generated the most local 
interest in 2011, one stands 
well above all others. 

And it really is not close. 

Anderson County High 
School had fielded some 
great football teams over 
the years, but never had 
the Bearcats been able to 
win as much as a regional 
championship. 

Even before official 
practice started on July 15, 
there was a feeling that 
the 2011 Bearcats might 
be the group to finally 
break through into a realm 
Anderson had never seen 
before. The Bearcats were 
talented, no doubt. While 
there were no highly- 
recruited superstars on the 
roster, the Bearcats boasted 
solid to very good players 
at every position. 

It was also the first year 
of a new alignment that 
had moved Anderson away 
from the traditional Class 
5A powers in the western 
half of the state to the east, 
where several teams were 
given a chance to make the 
state championship game. 

Most of all, the Bearcats 
had developed an uncom¬ 
mon camaraderie that 
became more apparent 
nearly every week of the 
season. Head coach Mark 
Peach, a self-described 
history buff, had been 
moved by the HBO mini¬ 
series “Band of Brothers,” 
which told the story of a 
company of paratroopers 
from World War II and told 
his team of its heroism and 
triumphs. While careful 
not to equate the physical- 
ity of football with the 
horrors of combat warfare, 
Peach told his team they 
could honor those men by 
sacrificing for the greater 
good and making sure the 
job is done, no matter what 
the cost. 


A group of about 60 
teenage boys bought in. 

Not only were they a Band 
of Brothers on the football 
field, it was not uncommon 
to see many of them eating 
out together in Lawrence¬ 
burg or surrounding towns. 

The team also began 
doing community service 
projects together. Before 
a Veterans Day playoff 
game, the Bearcats waved 
an American flag while 
taking the field. The prac¬ 
tice stuck the rest of the 
season. 

The strong bond showed 
through adversity. 

A solid favorite in their 
opener, the Bearcats took a 
47-23 spanking from Bryan 
Station. If it could have 
gone wrong that night, 
it did, but Peach told the 
Bearcats they could learn. 

They did. 

Fighting off a rash of 
injuries, the Bearcats ran 
off six straight wins before 
Franklin County blitzed 
them, 56-24, for the district 
championship. But with a 
home-field advantage in 


the first round of the play¬ 
offs still at stake the fol¬ 
lowing week, the Bearcats 
turned in a dominating 
performance at East Jes¬ 
samine. 

Some in the statewide 
media were no longer 
impressed and some 
believed Anderson was a 
candidate to be upset early 
in the playoffs. But after a 
tough South Oldham team 
tied things in the fourth 
quarter, the Bearcats 
responded with a work¬ 
manlike touchdown drive 
that sealed victory in the 
first round. 

The Bearcats routed 
Montgomery County in the 
second playoff game, then 
rallied to win a memorable 
regional championship 
game at Conner. Down six 
with just over four min¬ 
utes to play, the Bearcats 
marched 73 yards for the 
game-winning score, a 7- 
yard pass on fourth down 
from Seth Carmichael to 
Matt Sprague with 43.6 sec¬ 
onds to play.

Southwestern 49-8 in the 
state semi-finals but ran 
into one of the all-time 
great teams, Bowling 
Green, in the state finals 
at Western Kentucky Uni¬ 
versity.

Lady Bearcats third in Mercer County tournament 


District's top seed on the line as Lady Bearcats face Collins

HARRODSBURG - Ander¬ 
son County’s girls’ basketball 
team turned in a solid perfor¬ 
mance, winning three of four 
games in the Mercer County 
Lady Titan Christmas Clash, 
held last week at Mercer 
County High School. 

The Lady Bearcats, play¬ 
ing in a field that contained 
at least nine teams that are 
considered contenders in their 
respective regions, finished 
third, defeating defending 15th 
Region champion Sheldon 
Clark, 65-38, in the consolation 
game Friday night. 

Marion County, ranked sec¬ 
ond in the earliest statewide 
polls, rolled to the tournament 
championship, beating Mercer 
County in the final. 

Anderson ends the Decem¬ 
ber portion of its schedule 
with a 10-4 record. 

The Lady Bearcats over¬ 
came a sluggish start Friday, 
spotting Sheldon Clark an 
early 6-1 lead. However, the 
Lady Bearcats took the lead 
when Alex Avritt’s 3-pointer 
gave them a 12-9 advantage 
after a quarter. 

They never looked back. “I 
don’t know if you can compare 
the different regions,” Ander¬ 
son coach Tony Kays said. 
“Sheldon Clark is well-coached 


and fundamentally sound. 

We executed a little better 
tonight.” 

Makenzie Cann led Ander¬ 
son with 24 points and hit 
five 3-point shots. “Kenzie was 
going to the basket more, and 
creating shots,” Kays said. 

Anderson took control in 
the second quarter then blew 
things open in the third frame 
for their best finish in three 
tries in the Mercer tourney. 
The Lady Bearcats outpointed 
Sheldon Clark 19-8 in both 
the second and third quarters, 
with the lead reaching its 
zenith at 47-18 after a 16-0 run 
midway through the third 
quarter. Sheldon Clark ended 
the tournament at 7-6. 

The Lady Bearcats domi¬ 
nated Sheldon Clark with solid 
defense that throttled the 
Lady Cardinal attack. Ander¬ 
son limited Sheldon Clark’s 
Katelyn Newsome, ranked 
as the top player in the 15th 
Region by The Cats Pause, to 
two field goals and 12 points. 
Sheldon Clark’s Kandice Por¬ 
ter, picked as the region’s sec¬ 
ond-best player, scored just 5. 

“We are doing a good job 
playing team defense,” Kays 
said. “We are a little more con¬ 
fident in that.” 

Eriel McKee added 15 points 
for the Lady Bearcats, who 
were without point guard Des¬ 


tiny Stewart for the second 
game since she suffered a 
knee injury in the tourna¬ 
ment quarterfinal against 
Casey County. 

Stewart has seen a doctor 
at the University of Ken¬ 
tucky Sports Medicine Clinic, 
but at this time, she is out 
indefinitely. 

“We lost a very valuable 
part of our team,” Kays said. 
“Destiny is like having a 
coach on the floor. I can just 
look at her and she knows 
what I am going to say. 

“She does so many things 
that are not noticeable but I 
notice them. She had taken 
on some leadership roles on 
the team. Someone else is 
going to have to step up and 
do that. I see Makenzie and 
Eriel doing that instead of 
waiting on someone else to 
do it. 

Mercer rallies to upset 
Lady Bearcats 

Mercer County overcame 
a 7-point halftime deficit to 
upset the Anderson County 
girls, 51-47, in the tournament 
semifinals Thursday night. 

Anderson led 17-10 at the 
half but gave up 25 third- 
quarter points, then saw Mer¬ 
cer score all 16 points in the 
fourth quarter from the foul 
line. 


Anderson County has played in a girls'bas¬ 
ketball tournament in Florida. The Lady 
Bearcats have beaten several teams that are 
considered legitimate contenders or favor¬ 
ites in other regions in Kentucky. 

Yet, none of those games will mean as much 
or are as important as when the Lady 
Bearcats travel to Collins Friday night. All 
that's at stake is the top seed in the 30th 
District Tournament, to be held the last 
week of February. 

Unless something totally unforeseen hap¬ 
pens, the winner of Friday's game will go 
into that tournament at the top, the posi¬ 
tion Anderson has held the last three years. 
The loser will enter the tournament as the 
No. 2 seed. Tipoff is set for 6 p.m. 

But there are concerns. Anderson will be 
without guard Destiny Stewart indefinitely 
and the Lady Bearcats have not been click¬ 
ing on all cylinders yet. 

Friday, the Lady Bearcats will get one of 
their sternest tests yet at Collins. The Lady 
Titans were supposed to be good, but few 
realized they would be 11-2 going into the 
New Year. 

Last week, Collins won the Oldham County 

“We can’t blame anyone 
but ourselves,” Kays said. “We 
came out for the second half 
feeling pretty good about 
ourselves. We lost our focus 
and they have four or five 
kids that can hit the three. 
Next thing you know, we were 
behind.” 


Christmas Tournament in a convincing man¬ 
ner, routing regional foes Simon Kenton and 
Oldham along the way. 

"Collins is playing very well right now," Ander¬ 
son coach Tony Kays said. "We are going to 
have to play very well to beat them." 

As expected, Collins has been a lot of the 
Leeara Cardwell and Aaliyah Wells show. 
Cardwell, a vastly under-rated senior guard, 
has the ability to go off on anyone and gives 
Anderson some major matchup problems 
with her size and quickness. Cardwell was 
averaging nearly 20 points a game and 
had five straight outings of 21 points or 
more before the final game of the Oldham 
tournament. 

Wells, a strong inside player, is a junior who 
averages just over 14 points a game. Senior 
forward Rebecca Mouser is averaging 8 
points a game. 

Anderson has not lost to a district foe since 
the 2008 district final when Shelby County 
beat the Lady Bearcats in overtime. It will 
be a major challenge to keep the string alive 
Friday night in Shelbyville.
